We have Gratitude, and fo tender a Friendfhip, {0 
unfhaken a Fideliry, that we are us‘d to be painted 
as Emblems of thefe two Qualifications. Didit 
thou never fee the Infide of a Church ? Didft thou 
never caft thy Eyes upon thofe fuperb Maufol.cums 
of Porphyry and Marble, where Men caufethem- 
elves to be intomb'd. Thou mayft have perceiv’d, 
thar where Man and Wife are buried together, 
there’s always the Figure of a Dog ar their Feer, 
to fhew, that in their Life-time, they kept a faith- 
ful and inviolable Friend hip.

Thefe Hours of my Leifure I did nor wafte 
in Sleep; 1 employ’d my Memory in recollecting a 
thoufand things, principally the Life'I led, and 
what I had obferv’d, whilft I was with my firft 
Mafter; as alfo, what Life be led, and all tho 
who, like him, are Slaves to the impertinent Plea- 
fures of cheir Concubines. Oh! how many things 
cou’d I tell'thee of that Burcher and his Miftre(s ; 
but I'll be filenr, left you fhou’d think me tediou; 
ard {candalons, 

Scip, Having heard that one of the ancient Poets 
fhould fay, It was a difficult thing not to write Sa- ' 
tyr, I do confenr that you fhew your Teeth a 
little, provided you don’t draw Blood. A Jef 
thar makes many laugh, and yet caufes one to 
weep, is not good, And if thou can’ft be Pleafant 
withour ‘being fcurrilous, I thall efteem thee the 
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ore. 
Berg. I fhall take your Advice, and with great 
mpatience expect the time when I am to hear your 
Hiftory; for *uis to be hop’d, that he who fo well 
nows how to correct the Faults of others, will 
take care his own Performances fhall be both 
inftructive and delightful at the fame time, But to 
sefume the Thread of my Difcourfe ; one of the Re- 
fleftions which 1 made ‘in_thefe Moments of my 
Solitude, was, that the Reports concerning a 
Shepherd’s Life could not’be true. J had heard 
how that they pafs'd their days in finging and play- 
ing on the Flageoler, Rebeck, Bag-Pipe,, and o- 
ther extraofdinary Juftruments. “My Miftrels; 
whom I us’d fometimes to heat read; had a Cup- 
board full of Books, wherein. the Character of a 
Shepherd was very different’ from. thofe I ferv'd. 
I_ remember the Shepherd Anf: ifo, who fov’d the 
peerlels Paragon ‘of Perfection the incomparable 
Belifarda, 
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Belifarda, and how divinely he fung in Praife of her, 
from the time that Phebus {allied forth from the 
Arms of Aurora, until he enter’d into thofe of The- 
tis; and even after,that the fable Night had {pread 
her dark and pitchy Wings o’re the Face of the 
whole Earth, he ceas’d not his well-fung and better 
wept Complainrs: Nor was there upon all the 
Mountains of Arcadia the leaft "Semblance of a 
Tree, at whofe Root he had not fare to chant forth 
the Beauty of his Shepherdefs, and to complain of 
her Infenfibiliry and Rigour. Nor was the Shep- 
herd E icio behind-hand with him, in the violence 
of his Pailion, tho’ lefs daring to declare ir, I 
have heard her likewife read ot the great Shepherd 
of Filida, the only Painter of a true Portrait, who 
(fhe faid) was more Faithful than For.unate.. As to 
the Sorcery of the Syrens, and the Repentance of 
Diana, fhe thank d God and the fage Felicia, who 
with her enchanted Water had diffolv’d this Mae 
chine of Net-work, and laid open this Labyrinth 
Difficulties, I remember’d feveral other Books 
the like king, which I had heard her read, bur no 
altogether fo worthy of being recounted, 

Scip, I find you're improv'd by my Advice, Ber- 
ganza, Be Satyzical and {pare not, but ler your In- 
tention be pure, tho’ it appears nor in the Tongue. 

Berg. In thefe things the Tonguenever trips, un- 
lefs the Intention ftumble firlt. 

Scip. A wile, Man ought never to fay-any rhing 
that may give Occafion for an Excufe; bur pro- 
ceed, 

Berg. I fay that thefe Thoughts, and many more, 
were ({uggefted to me, by feeing the Exercifes and 
Employments of my Mafters and the other Shep- 
herds round about, fo different from,, and contrary 
to thofe mention’d in Books. For if our Shepherds 

C 3 Sung, 
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Sung, they were no fine Airs, nor well compos'd 
Tunes, but only Cata el lobo do va Fuanica, Tow- 
xer, balloo, the Wolf appears, &c. and other things 
‘of the like ftrain, and that not accompany’d with 
Flutes or Violins, but to the Mufick of a couple of 
Crabfticks grated againft eachother,or piecesof Tile 
put between the Fingers like Boys Snappers; 
and with fuch whorefon Voices, ’rwas rather Ca- 
terwawling than Singing. The reft of the Day 
they fpent in loufing themfelves, or in patching 
their old Breeches. There was not a Shepherdefs 
among them whofe name was Phillis, or Amarylis, 
Diana or Galatea: Nor among the Men any fuch 
Name as Amintas,orThyrfis; no Corydon, Facinto,or 
Lifardo. They were all Anthony's, Dominick's, Paul's 
and Laurence’s. By this Icame to underftand, 
that thefe Books which gave fo high an Idea of 
Shepherds and Shepherdeffes, were nothing bur a- 
greeable Tales, and Lies well writ, for the Enter- 
tainment of the Idle, and not a word of Truth in 
fem ; for otherwife I fhould have found among my 
hepherds fome Remains, fome Foorfteps of thar 
oft happy Life,and of thofe pleafant Meadows e- 
namel’d with a thoufand and a thoufand forts of 
Flowers, with which they wove Love-Garlands 
for their Miftreffes ; thofe facred Forefts, thofe 
Mountains of Pinesand Oaks, upon whofe Bark 
grew the Names of the Nympths they had taken 
care to infcribe ; thofe inchanted Gardens, thofe 
Cryftal Fountains, thofe Rivulers whofe gentle 
Murmur mixt it felf with the agreeable Voices of 
the Feather’d Chorifters ; thofe no lefs honourable, 
than well declar’d Paffions, which might have foft- 
ned the Trees and ev'n Rocks themfelves, to whom 
they rold the Cruelty of their Fair One, or fome 
Tragical Adventure.

change my Battery, and refolv'd not to. go fo far in br 
fearch of the Wolf,as I us’d ro do,bur to ftay nearer es 
Home, in the Avenues of the Fold ; for fince ’twas | 
certain he came thither, I fhould be more fure of fo 
meeting withhim. Every Week we had this Alarm, if 
and the third Night, tho’ ’twas a very dark one, ai 
yet twas lightenough for me to fee the Woives, a- on 

gainft which it was indeed impoffible to guard the 
Sheers I hid my felf behind a Buth, whilft the he 
reft of the Dogs were fcampering a gteat way off; I fin 
‘Spy'd two Shepherds, who having taken one of the mn 
fatteft and largeft of the whole Fold, cut the Throat fo) 
on't,and mangled it in fuch a manner,that it really ap- a 
vear'd the next Morning,as if the Wolf had been its qu 
Executioner. I was ftruck withAftonifhment when I oe 
the 





faw that the Shepherds weré the Wolves, and that 
™ thole 
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thofe who ought to guard the Fold, were they chat 
prey'd upon it, When Day appear'd, they repre- 
fented to their Mafterithe Deftruction the Wolf had 
made, gave him the Skin:and part of the Flefh, 
referving to themfelves the beft and largeft Share. 
The Mafter was again angry, and again the Dogs 
were chaftisd : Wolf there was none,’ yer'the 
Flock decreas’d. I wou'd have difcover’d ir, . biir 
found my felf Mute; all which fill’d me with Grief 
and Horror at the fame time. Good God! frid I 
to my felf, Who can remedy this Mifchief ? Who 
has Eloquence enough to perfwade that the Defen- 
dersare Offenders? Centinels,Ememies, Truftees,Rob- 
bers,and thofe that oughrto be Guardians, Murderers ? 

Scip, Thy Reflection is good, Berganza, for

Scip. What Means did you ule to get a Mafter ? 
for as times go, ’tis difficult for an honeft Servant to 
find one ; andherein lies the great Difference be- 
tween the Lords of the Earth and him.of Heaven 5 
for they, before they entertain a Servant, examine 
his Capacity, confider the Make of his Perfon, en- 
quire into his Parentage, and will know even the 
very Cloaths he wears; whereas to enter. into

They do not all let go as eafily as lay hold; nor 
are they all Judges and Advocates too, to ferve a 
mrn. 

Berg. My Matter aim’d at much higher Things,’ 
and took another Courfe, He fet up tor a confide- 
rable Perfon, and went upon grand Undertakings 5 
fepporting his Valour without Peril of his Perfon, 
though. at the Charge of his Purfe. One Day he 
ingag’d fix famous Banditeé fingly himfelf in the 
Gare of Xeres without any manner of Afliftance 
from me, for my Chops were bound in a Muzzle 
which he pat on a-Days, and took off only at 
Night.

Cloaks and 
Swords, and unburton’d down to the Wafte. One

no fooner perceiv'd my. Mafter, . but all ran to 
trim with open Arms. ‘Complements being pa(s‘d, 
hey drank to him; he pledg’d them round, and 
ould have done as-muchito as many more '; being 
naturally of a courteous Temper, and snot of a 
Humour to difoblige any Body for {mall Matters ; 
no, he wasno proud Man, for he would Eat and 
Drink and Lye with.any Body. Now if I weretto 
recount to thee all that happen‘d, the Supper they 
had, the Battles they defcrib’d,. the Robberies 
they related, the Ladies they boafted of, the Prailes 
they gave one another, the abfent Bravoes whole 
Healths they drank, their Feats of Activity and Le- 
gerdemain ‘i'ricks which they exprefs’d as well by 
the Motions of their Bodies as their Words, fifing 
up in the middle of their Supper to put in Practife 
the Whims that came into their Heads, fencing 
with their Hands, the exquifite Phrafes. they made 
ufe of, and finally the Shape and Figure of nei

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Hoft, whom chey all refpected as their Lord and 
Father ; to répeat all this, I fay, would be going 
into a.

Ithap- 
pen'd in this manner, two Thieves had ftol’n in

whoimmeédiately owning the Debt,and reprefenting 
that he was in no Condition to pay it prefencly,they 
fez’ the Hore, “which:my Mafterino fooner fr 
Eye en, but mark’d for his own (in Cafe he were 
to Be Sold). Seme Days afterwards, ‘certain For- 













IBotd, and was deliverd for five hundred Reals to 
third Perfon, whom my Mafter emplcy'd under- 
ind to buy hin: The Horfe was worth double 
‘thes Money; but as the Profit of the Seller confitted 
in thé fadderinefS of rhe:Sale, he Jer the firft Bid- 
derhave him. Thusone Thief recover'd a Debr 
héver dhe'to him, anerher got a Difcharge he had 
no occafion for,and my Mafterremain’d in Poffeition 













of 'a Horfe, which was more fatal ro him than that fte 
call’d Sejanus to his * Owners. The Thieves imme- di 
diatély martch'd 6f, and two Days afterwards, my (fa 
Matter havitip alrer’dthe Futnirure, and repaired Wi 
{ome other things‘about the Horfe, made his. Ap- fte 
peataticein St. Franeis's Square, ‘as vain and as on 
Pfoud as‘a Country-clown in’his Holy-day Cloaths. th: 
He had a thoufand Congratulations on his good — 
Bargain,with Affurances that the Horfe was as well a:

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worth a hundred and fifty Ducats, asan Egg was 
worth a * Maravedi. Mean time, he,Riding up aod 
down and Exercifing his Horfe, reprefented his 
own Tragedy in the Theatre of the forefaid Place; 
for vaile be was in thefe Airs, Curvetting and 
Wheeling abowt, came up two Gentlemen of a 
good Appearance and very well drefsd ; Blefs me, 
(crys One of them) that’s my Horle Iron-Foot which 
I was rob'd of fome Days ago in Antequera. 
They who were with him (no lefs than four Ser- 
vants) confirm’d, that it was the very Horfe their 
Mafterc had loft. Our Cavalier was horridly blew'd;

Without a Word fpeaking, — 
they laid hold of my Poet; and if it had not been for 
the Mafter who interceded in his Behalf, they had 


undoubtedly tofs’d him in a Blanket. At the Ac- : 
cident, I was thunderftruck, the Director dif te 
gufted, the Comedians merry, and the Poer fad, i 
With great Patience, though with a wry Face, he fe 
took his Comedy, and putting it into his Bofom. § 1; 
Went murmuring out, This it is to caft Pearls before ing 
wine, and fo left them with all the Coolnefs and § 4, 
per ith World: J, out of pure Shame, neither J py 
Could nor would follow him, but ftay’d withthe @ 4; 
Players, who omitted nothing to retain me, well J y/ 
forefeeing I fhould be ferviceable to them. In les @ 4, 
than a Month I became a great Farce-Actor of @ pas 
Mute Parts, by which I not only amus’d the Igno- J oo, 
rant, during the Intervals of the Acts, bur I redu- Lif 
ced to Reafon fuch as would come upon the Stage, J 4. 
or infulred my Mafter. Oh Scipio! Who can ree poy 
Jate to thee whar I faw in this and the other two § i, 
Companys of Comedians wherein I ferv’d! Burit J ,,;, 
being impoffible to reduce it ro a fuccin&t Narra- @ oop, 
tive, I'll defer it to another Day (if ever we ‘hould § ...,. 
have another Days Converfation together.) How @ ,;,.,, 
long my Difcourfe has been,thou art fenfible: How @ yo, 
many and various my Adventures, thou haft heard, @ jin, 
as likewife the ftrange Misfortunes and feveral Set @ to, 
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vices I have pafs’d through ; and yer all thou haft 
heard is nothing, compared to what I could tell 
thee of thefe People, their Conduct, Life, Cuftoms, 
Exercifes, Occupations, Idlenefs, Ignorance, and 
Cunning, with an infinite Number of other Things, 
fome to be whifper’d, others to be publifh’d 
aloud, and all ro be had in Memory, for the unde- 
ceiving fuch as are Idolaters of feign’d Figures and 
artificial Beauties.

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He remain'’d Eire'd with thofe Hands of Snow. They 
aflurd me, This was too plain a Mark to be mifs'd 
by the Critics, and bade me prepare for it. I an- 
{wer'd, "Twas an Antithefis, a Figurative Way of 
Speaking, very frequent among the Poets and Ora- 
tors both Ancient and Modern. To one of the 
Objectors (who underltood Spanifh,) (and all of 
them Latin) I quoted the Original--- 2% Quedé 
abrafado con las manos de Nieve. But neither this 
nor any thing elfe wou'd they allow to be of {uffi- 
cient Authority. I have fince met with an Inftance 
that comes up in every refpect to the prefent Cafe, 
]do therefore recommend it to the confideration 
of my worthy Friends, particularly Mr. £, and 
Mr. 7. It is to be found in the Dele&us Epigram- 
matum in ufum Scholae Etonenfis, and was made by 
Petronius Afranius, upon his being pelted by his 
Miftrefs with Snow-balls. The learned and inge- 
nious Editors give it this Teftimony-- Elegans e¢

The Reader will obferve there was almoft an 
infuperable Difficulty in hitting the double meaning 
of the Word Candenti; Hot and White. The 
Adjective Candid by adding the Apoftrophe (’ ) 
becomes a Participle of another meaning. Take 
it either Candi’d or Candid Rain, it may pals, in this 
Cafe, for Snow ; fo much for that. 

Of the Horfe Sejanus (mention’d in Page (58) I 
have a Word ortwo. Ile homo habet Equum Seja- 
num, Such a One has the Horfe Sejanus, was an 
ancient Proverb usd in fpeaking of an Unform- 
nate Man. 

This Horfe was of a wonderful Bignefs and Com. 
pofure ; but had fuch a Fatality attending him; 
hat whoever was in Poffeffion of him (Is cum om- 
§ domo, familia, fortunifque omnibus fuis ad inter- 
necionem deperiret) Came to fome miferable un- 
timely End with all his Relations, Family.and For- 
tunes, fays Aulus Gellius in his Noftes Attice (Lib. 
3. Cap. 9.) He goes on, and gives the Hiftory of 
this Horfe-- Primum illum Cn. Seium dominum'ejuty 
&c. A Roman Captain, one Cneius Seius (not Oneius 
Seius as Moreri calls him) was the firft Owner of 
this Horfe. He was of the Race of thofe which 
Hercules brought to Argos after he had flain Diowedes 
King of Thrace and thrown him to be eaten by his 
own Horfes, which he himfelf us'd to feed with 
Man’sFlefh. His firft Mafter Seius was condemn’d | 
yo a crucl Death by Mare Antony, The Conful 
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Delabella bought him afterwards, and gave for 
him 100000 Sefterces (not much fhort of 1000 /, 
Englifo.) This Dolabella was befieg'd by Caffins 
in Sywia, and being flain there, Caffus carried 
away the Horfe with him. Caffius, every Body 
knows, was overthrown at Philippi, and cauled 
himfelf to be kill’d by one of his own Servants. 
After Caffius's Death the Horfe became M. Anto- 
ns, and he too being afterwards defeated and de. 
feted, made away with himfelf in a deteftable 
manner, Gabius Baffus reports, that he faw this 
Horfe at Argos. 

To this I fhall only add a fmall Nicety, which I 
the rather do, becaufe I don’t know that it has 
been taken Norice of by any other. 

In all the Engli/b Books (Lever read) that men- 
tion this Horfe, ‘tis Wrinen, The Horfe Sejanus, 
with an j Confonant. Now (with Submiffion 
to better Judgments) I can’t help thinking 
‘were better writ Seianus with an s Vowel, and 
tobe call’d in Englifh the Seian Horfe, or rather 
Seius’s Horfe, inftead of the Horfe Sejanus ; tor'tis 
plain he took his Name from being firft poffeft by 
Seius, and not (as Coles and others of our Dictiona- 
ry-Writers would make us believe) from being 
firt back’'d by Sejanus -.know of no Sejanus, 
but him that was the infole ‘avourite to the Em- 
peror Tiberius. Nowif we ¢.fder the Diftance 
of the time wherein this Hor ‘nd that Favourite 
flourifh d, He could not poiddly be the firft chat 
back’d him. I donot doubr but ‘rwas this way of 
Englifhing it (Sejamus) that induce’d Coles and 
the reft to imagine he was firft back’d by Sejanus. 
InLatin, Spanifb, French, and all other Languages 
lever look’d into, it feems to be rightly exprefs’d, 
and wrong only in ours. Equus Seianus, Cav-llo 
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Seyano, Cheval Sejan, &e. This laft, (Cheval Sej an) 
is certainly ilk render’d the Horfe Sejanus by Mr. 
Collier in his Franflated Dictionary of Moreri, and 
| Bee likewife by thofe who have done M. Bay/e’s lately, 
1 € We may as wellcall the Trojan Horfe the Horie 
il j : Trojanus, as this the Horke Sejanus.
